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Council Data 
Show Advance 


1955 Gross Production 
Of Brazil Mounted to 
Cr$574 Billion 


The National Economic Council 
has just issued a set of figures 
dealing with total national pro- 
duction in Brazil. This Rio-based 
economic study group estimates 
gross national production for 1955 
at Cr$574,000,000,000. 

To the Cr$574 billion it adds 
Cr$37,000,000,000, this latter 
figure being the amount of foreign 
merchandise imported into the 
country for a total of Cr$611,000,- 
000,000 of merchandise in the 
country at the year’s end. 


Purchases Figures 
Private consumption mounted to | 
Cr$343,000,000,000 while the Gov- | 
ernment bought a total of Cr$70 | 
billion in goods. Investments shot 
up to Cr$90,000,000,000 divided as 
follows: Government investments, 
Cr$31,000,000,000; private invest- 
ments, Cr$59,000,000,000, of which 
Cr$37,000,000,000 were invested 
in machinery and equipment. 

The Economic Council sets ap- 
parent consumption at Cr$343,- 
000,000,000. It does not compare 
this figure with corresponding 
ones of earlier years because of 
the pressure which has been ex- 
erted upon the price level.

Brazil’s odontological industry 
is now self-sufficient.

Brazil to Be Host to International Geography Congress 





World Geography Parley Picks Rio; 


First Such in Southern Hemisphere 





Eighteenth International 
Congress to Meet There 
August 9 to 18 


The City of Rio de Janeiro will 
be host between August 9 and 18 
of this year to the Eighteenth In- 
ternational Congress of Geography 
and the Ninth General Assembly 
of the International Geographical 
Union. The two organizations com- 
prise the leading geographers of 
the world, most of whom are ex- 
pected to gather in the capital of 
Brazil for the meeting. 

The Seventeenth Congress was 
held in Washington in 1952. The 
Eighteenth will be the first to be 
held in the Southern Hemisphere, 
since all previous conventions have 
been held in Europe or the United 
States. 


Brazilian Unit in Charge 

Responsibility for the running 
of the Congress falls to the Na- 
tional Commission of Brazil, which 
is the representative of Brazil in 
the International Geographical 
Union. 

The following activities have 
already been scheduled: 1) meet- 
ings for the purpose of exchanging 
scientific communications; 2) 
meetings which have the specific 
purpose of encouraging the study 
of specific problems for considera- 
tion during the interval between 
Congresses; 3) plenary 
for discussion of topics of general 
interest; 4) field trips to the vari- 
ous regions of Brazil with the pur-

people.

Brazilian Agricultural Situation 
Was Favorable on Balance in 1955 





Conjuntura Econémica Puts 
‘Quantum’ Estimate Up 
At 5.3 Per Cent 


The agricultural situation in 
Brazil was favorable on balance 
|in 1955. According to the Conjun- 
| tura Econdémica, publication of the 
Brazilian Institute of Economics, 
|whose reports are independent 
| and objective, agricultural growth 
‘for the period mentioned showed 
|a satisfactory rate of increase. 
| The 1955 “quantum” estimate 
|of agricultural production, includ- 
ing farming, stock raising and ex- 
|traction, shows an increase of 
5 .3 per cent over 1954. Although 
|satisfactory, the improvement is 
somewhat smaller than the one of 
| 1954. over 1953, of about 5.7 per 
| cent. 





| Source of Data 
Data supplied by the indices of 
‘the agricultural production 
‘quantum” are compiled by Con- 
| juntura Economica, based on 
| thirty-two products, fifteen of 
| which belong to animal husbandry 
and eleven to vegetal extraction. 
The figures are supplied by Bra- 
'zil’s Production Statistical Service 
The indices have been 
calculated according to Laspeyres’ 
1948 being the basis.

crease of production was 6.1 per 
cent and represented 73 per cent 
of the total rural production. This

Ministry’s Statistics 

According to statistics compiled 
by the Production Statistical 
Service of the Ministry of Agri- 
culture on 1955 harvests of forty- 
eight crops, only six showed a 
slight reduction of quantity. The 
most important of these were co- 
coa (—0.8%) and beans (—5%). 
In view of this picture, one of 
forty-two crops increased and 
only six reduced in quantity, the 
rate of increase in agricultural 
production was_ satisfactory, 
though in some instances the dif- 
ference was too great, as in the 
case of rice, coffee and wheat. 


Animal Husbandry 


As regards the “quantum” of 
production of animal husbandry, 
it is estimated to have had an in- 
crease of 3.2 per cent, although 
SEP has not yet supplied com- 
plete figures for 1955. This calcu- 
lation is based principally on the 
slaughtering results of cold stor- 
age plants during the first nine 
months of the year. 

On the other hand, the rela 
tively satisfactory information o 
supplies of meat, milk, butter, 
eggs and other animal products 
in the main consumer centers o 
the country were also helpful it 
obtaining the estimate. It is be 
lieved that the over-all production 
of all types of meat during 1955 
was about 1,230,000 tons ®

vast number of other items, most 
of which Brazil would be happy 
to manufacture in her own terri- 
tory.

Dr. Medaglia then went on to 
speak of the dollar auctions con- 
ducted at weekly intervals. He 
spoke encouragingly in view of 
the fact that from November, 
1955, to March of this year the 
sales of Brazilian coffee and other 
products to the United States 
were rather high and thus per- 
mitted an accumulation of larger 
reserves for the weekly auctions. 

Just before concluding his talk 
Dr. Medaglia alluded to Brazil’s 
need to purchase petroleum and 
its by-products in foreign mar- 
kets. He assured his hearers that 
the ultimate solution will be 
brought about by the development 
of Brazil’s own domestic oil re- 
sources. 

Invites Inquiries 

By way of closing remarks, Dr. 
Medaglia assured his hearers that 
it was always a pleasure to get 
specific inquiries at the office of 
the Brazilian Government Trade 
Bureau in New York. 
Many questions were directed 
to him by the interested indus- 
trialists. In the course of his re- 
plies, he expanded the section of 
his talk cealing with exports to 
Brazil from the United States. 
Mr. José Machado, the Assistant 
Director of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment Trace Bureau, who had ac- 
companied Dr. Medaglia to Wor- 
cester, also participated in the 
question-and-answer period.

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Geology Report Is 
Optimistic on Oil 


Amazonas Area Appears 
Favorable; Mataripe 


Again Expands 


President Kubitschek has 
leased the facts of the petroleum 
explorations in Amazonas under 
the direction of Petrobras. The 
report was made to the Chief of 
State by the geologist Fine, to 
help find a solution for the Bra- 
zilian oil problem. 

The study makes three princi- 
pal revelations. First, experts are 
convinced that the Amazon region 
may be exceptionally rich in pe- 
troleum possibilities. Secondly, 
new explorations either now in 
process expected to be 
undertaken will greatly acceler- 
ate the discovery of oil. Thirdly, 
no region in the entire world with 
the exception of the Middle East 
has ever presented such favorable 
indications, and with such facil- 
ity, of the existence of oil as has 
the region of the Amazon.

Mataripe Expansion 

itself has just an- 
nounced that it has awarded a 
contract for the construction of 
new installations at the Mataripe 
refinery in the State of Bahia. 
Winner of the contract the 
American firm of M. W. Kellogg 
and Company, which will have 
five years in which to complete 
the new project. 

The expansion calls for a mul- 
tiple increase of present facilities 
to a daily capacity of 37,000 bar- 
rels of crude when the project is 
finished. It was the Kellogg com- 
pany that erected in 1950 the first 
cracking process refinery with a 
capacity of 2500 barrels daily and 
then in 1952-3 expanded this ca- 
pacity by adding a second unit, 
also of 2500 barrels.

The most impor- 
tant gold mine in the country is 
located there at Morro Velho, near 
Nova Lima, and is the property 
of the St. John del Rey Mining 
Company. Other mines in the 
same state are those at Passagem, 
Juca Vieira and Sao Bento. There 
are also mines at Timbatuva and 
Ferraria, which are both near 
Curitiba, in the State of Parana. 
Rio Grande do Sul also reports a 
gold mine at Lavras. 


Gold Washings 

Because of the value of gold, 
gold washings are profitable oper- 
ations and_ scattered widely 
throughout Brazil. These pan- 
nings produce as much as fifty 
kilos a month in some localities. 
The activities of the goldwashers 
have been most effective in the 
States of Bahia, Maranhao and 
Para.
